10. (original) A pharmaceutical composition which comprises a compound of the formula (1), 
as claimed in claim 1 , or a pharmaceutical^ acceptable salt or in-vivo hydrolysable ester 
thereof, in association with a pharmaceutically-acceptable diluent or carrier.

20. (new) A method of treating type 2 diabetes, insulin resistance, syndrome X, 
hyperinsulinaemia, hyperglucagonaemia, cardiac ischaemia or obesity in a warm-blooded 
animal, such as man, in need of such treatment which comprises administering to said 
animal an effective amount of a compound of formula (1 ) as claimed in claim 1 . 

21 . (new) A method of treating type 2 diabetes in a warm-blooded animal, such as man, in 
need of such treatment which comprises administering to said animal an effective amount of 
a compound of formula (1) as claimed in claim 1.
